reapondence)—In Chllltcothe, the first 
capltol of the aute. Ia being celebrat- 
ed today, the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of Ohio. The Buckeye state is 
tbe fourth to come under auch recogni- 
tion, Vermont being the «rst in 1791, 
Kentucky following in 1792, and Ten- 
nessee In 1802. AH of theae ante-date 
Ohio by a few years or months, but 
others follow now with 
increasing 


rapidity, and state centennials will be 
of common occurrence from now on. 


At the time of the admission of Ohio 


to statehood, very little interest was 
taken in the event, as matters of so 
much import had not fixed themselves 
in the minds of the hardy pioneers. 
So little thought, in fact, was given 
to the formality, that the exact date 
is shrouded in mystery, and there is 
no absolute record to substantiate the 
claims of those who are divided on 
the question, as to whether it was 
1802 or 1803. It took the greater part 
of a year lo carry the ends of the red 
tape to a bow Knot, and it is this pass- 
ing of time, from the date of applica- 
tion until recognition came, which ac 
counts for the discrepancy. 


But what matters it? Ohio is todaj 


the glorious state of the union, in 
point of brave deeds done, and grea 
things yet to be accomplished. She 
has given of her worthy sons, some o 
the noblest of Romans, if not the nob- 
lest of them all, whether to war or to 
bring peace out of It. Today, in the 
pinnacle of her greatness, she cele- 
brates a youthful activity. 
There is 


no sign of declining age, in spue ot 
her hundred years, and she has in the 
youth bom to her, just as stalwart 
wns as ever went forth to battle for 
might and right.
